The only tangible bond linking to- 
gether the members of the British 
Commonwealth of Nationg since the 
Imperial Conference of last.

“We have co-operation and no coer. 
cion, and the bonds which bind the 
various nations are intangible,” the 
Irish minister sald. “Whether these 
symbols signifying membership in an 
association of free nations are bonds 
which attach or bonds which chafe, 
is to be determined by future exper: 
fence. Since the establishment of the 
Anglo-lIrish treaty we have been free 
to work out our national life in our 
own way without help or hindranco 
from any outside source whatever. 

“Nature has placed Ireland and 
Great Britain in close contiguity with 
each other, which geographical con- 
tiguity ‘begets for Ireland a relation: 
ship to-Great Britain more intimate 
than that of any other member of the 
commonwealth. This relationship is 
exemplified economically by the mar- 
ket for Irish commodities. For in- 
stance, 98 per cent. of the exports of 
the Irish Free State are consigned to 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 
and 85 per cent. of the imports of the 
Irish Tree Stato are from Great Bri- 
tain.” 

Speaking of the progress that has 
been made. by the Irish Free State as 
an autonomous member of the Im- 
pire, Mr. Smiddy said: “If one of the 
tests of self-government is ability to 
insure -stability, and to lay the foun- 
dations for an economic and cul- 
tural development that will create for 
tho average citizen the opportunities 
for a full life, the people of the Irish 


‘Free State have already during the 


last five years amply justified their 
claim to be allowed to govern them- 
Selves.” F 


Stubble Burning 


Found to Be An Expensive Operation 


Under Best of Conditions 

Burning of stubble has been found 
to be of some value in the destruc- 
tion of weeds by destroying the seed 
plants with their seed crops before 
they have entered the sod. Burning 
stubblo is, however, an expensivo 
operation even when the latest type 
of oil burners is used! ‘Tests at the 
Swift Current Experimental Station 
showed that a running fire started 
with an oil burner can sometimes be 
obtained, making the acre-cost of 
burning very low, but a fire of this 
kind can be obtained only in heavy 
stubble, which usually contains few 
weeds, Weedy stubble, it is observed, 
fs almost always short and thin and 
will not carry a continuous fire, which 
{s necessary if the weeds are to be 
destroyed. 

The 1926 report of the Switf Cur- 
rent Experimental Station, which can 
be obtained ‘from the Publications 
Branch of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, Ottawa, gives illustrations of 
stubblo burners at work. The machine 
is drawn behind a rack from which 
straw is fed into a wide firebox. The 
firebox {s made of sheet fron and is 
equipped with paralleled grate-bars 
which slide over the sLubble. A small 
gas engine is belted to @ fan supply- 
ing a draft of alr which blows the 
fire into the stubble. A 14-foot ma- 
chine of this kind will burn from 2 
to 3 acres an hour. Three men and 
four horses are required to keep it go- 
ing. From 40 to 60 cents per acre 
was found to be the cost of the labor 
of men and horses, while the gasoline 
cost 3 cents an acre. 

Further trials of this machine are 
to be made before the Station is pre- 


_pared to make any recommendations 


with respect to its eMciency.

| Rapid Growing Tree 
Has Been ; Developed 


Reaches Height of Sixty Feet in Thir- 
teen Years 

The voluminous daily newspaper 
condemned to die for the slaughter of 
wood-pulp. forests, has been reprieved 
by the devefopment of a tree that will 
grow to a height of 60 feet and. a 
thickness of 18 inches in 138 years 
says the New York Evening Post. 

This tree, a hybrid poplar, has been 
developed by Dr. Ralph McKee of Col- 
umbia University and Dr. A. B. Stout 
of New York. The work was backed 
by the Oxford Paper Company of 
Rumford, Maine. The hybridization 
was carried out at Highland Park, 
Rochester, N.Y., and the Agricultural 
; Experiment Station at Geneva. N.Y. 

The world is now consuming wood 
pulp four times as fast as it grows 
in the forests. The new tree, how- 
ever,,will remove wood pulp produc- 
tion from the category of forestry 
to that of agriculture and permit the 
growing of the trees ‘in regular crops 
as rapidly as they are needed. The 
first crop, it is promised, may be har- 
vested within ten years, to thin out 
rapidly growing forests. 

The paper obtained from Haina 
pulpwood, said Dr. McKee, is super- 
for to that now generally obtained 
from spruce. The new trees can be 
propagated from seedings.

| Stimulus of Nitrate. 
Counteracts Drought 


Top Dressing of Fertilizers Keeps Up 
Pasture in Mid-Summer 

Top-dressing of pastures and mead- 
ows as a stimulus to growth during 
the summer months, is a practice fol- 
lowed by farmers in Britain and 
Europe that might find a wider appli- 
cation in Canada than it does at the 
present time. Midsummer droughts 
of considerable duraticn are not at all 
uncommon, and it.should be worth 
while to provide the extra stimulus in 
the form of fertilizer, to counteract 
this. Tor top-dressing a quick-acting 
fertilizer is essential and applica- 
tions of nitrate of soda, ut the rate ot 


»|from 100 to 150 pounds per acre, giv- 


en In two or three applications, have 
filled this need admirably. In tests 
carried out on pasture plots at the 
Fredericton, N.B., Experimental Sta- 
tion, in 1926, the plots that received 
200 pounds of nitrate per acre aver: 
aged 4,053 pounds of clipped grass on 
a per acre basis; the plots that re: 
ceived 100 pounds of nitrate yielded 
4,509 pounds of grass and the unfer- 
tilized pasture plot yielded only 3,207 
pounds, This was an increase of 1, 
746 pounds in the one case, and 1, 
393 pounds in the other. It was no- 
ticed that in the fertilized plots the 
grass was thick @nd of a dark green 
color, and that weeds were not plentt- 
ful. In the unfertilized pasture, on 
the other hand, conditions were just 
the reverse. 

Applications of nitrate in the early 
summer—applied preferably just be- 
fore a rain—should be effective in 
giving well-cropped pastures a new 
lease of life that should carry them 
over the droughty midsummer period.

Canada Leading to 
Export of Wheat 


Will Be Greater This Year Opinion of 
French Expert 

Louls lLouis-Dreyfus, a French 
barker and grain merchant, who is 
one of the leading authorities on 
wheat, recently gave an address - to 
the French-American committee in 
Paris in which he declared that Can- 
ada was the greatest wheat-exporting 
country in the world, that the grain 
from the Dominion had no equal in 
quality except some of the Russian 
cereal, and that supplies available 
from Canada would continue to in: 
crease. 

With established agencies in all 
wheat-producing countries in the 
world, including an agency at Van- 
couver, which he personally visited 
last year, Mr. Dreyfus predicted that 
the exports of wheat from the United 
States, Canada and Argentina would 
increase to 18,000,000 tons in 1927, 
against 14,000,000 tons in 1926. Of this 
tota! he put the shipinents from the 
United States at 6,000,000 tons, those 
from Canada at 8.000,000, and those 
from Argentina at 4.000,000. He 
termed these super-producing coun- 
tries—countries that produced more 
than they could consume. 

He expressed the belief that Franco 
eventually would produce enough 
wheat to supply the demands of its 
people, but some tine hence.

Cost of Operating a “Combine” 


Combined Reaper and Thresher 
Effects Considerable Saving 

In a normal season the combined 
reaper-thresher will cut and thresh 
wheat, oats, barley, fall rye and flax 
at a considerable saving over the 
binder and separator. Investigations 
have been made on this point at the 
Swift Current Experimental Station 
and the results are detailed in a 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 

pamphlet entitled “The Combined 
Reaper-Thresher in Western Canada.” 
It wag found that a sixteen-foot com- 
bine drawn by 12 horses will cut about 
35 acres in a 10 hour day. Drawn by 
a tractor it cuts about 44 acres in the 
same time. 

In the case of such a combine 
drawn by 12 horses and operating 20 
days thé cost per acre: was $1.80 or 
9 cents.a bushel on a 20 bushel per 
acre crop. In similar circumstances 
the cost of a tractor drawn machine 
was $1.64 per acre and 8 conts per 
bushel. Compared with this harvest- 
ing with binder and separator cost 17 
cents per bushel.

The announcement from Ottawa of 
plans for the extension of scientific 


and industrial research will be wel- . 


come news to the business interests 
of the country. Canada has lugged far 
behind other nations in this work. In 
agricultural research great progross 
has been made. What has been ac 
complished has been worth millions of 
dollars to the country. 
other countries have added vast In- 
dustrial wealth through research wo 
have neglected to take advantage of 
opportunities which Me at hand, al- 
though Canadian industrial leaders 
havo been keenly alive to the necd 
and have urged Government action ro- 
peatedy. 


According to-the announcement, on 
a per capita basis, the appropriation 
made for this extension, will place tho 
Dominion on practical equality with 
other countries. The United States, 
Germany and Great Britain are spend- 
large sums yearly in applying science 
to industry and in standardization, 
thus securing the twofold advantage 
of eliminating waste and developing 
new processes which open flelds for 
business hitherto unheard of. Tho 
expenditures have pald for them- 
selves many times, just as tho money 
spent here in developing new strains 
of wheat have returned fortunes. 
What is ahead in the reaping of har- 
vests from our natural resources if 
this work {8s conducted along the pro- 
per lines maybe imagined. 

Tho establishment of national. re- 
search laboratories available for the 
use of individual firms will open pros- 
pects which enterprising concerns 
will readily see. Large manufactur- 
ers are able to install their own lab- 
oratories but in Canada in particular 
are many not financialy able to do 
this,” but who nevertheless would wel- 
come facilities for experimentation. 
These the Government will now pro- 
vide, and interested firms will gain 
the benefit at small cost. 

Not the least advantage will be in 
the premium which {is thus to bo 
placed on {nitlative and enterprise.

Will Revolutionize 
Telegraph System 


Exact Facsimile of Messages Possible 
by New Wireless Discovery 

Recent experiments by G. M. 
Wright, research worker of the Mar- 
coni Company, have brought appre- 
ciably nearer the day when messages 
will be sent by wireless and cable In 
exact facsimile of the whole message 
‘instead ‘of dots and daghes, letter by 
letter, at at present. 

The process is an adaptation of 
that by which wireless photdgraphs 
are being transmitted, and by this 
method it will be possible for whole 
pages of newspapers to be filed at 
one end of the line and received in 
the form of facsimile photographs at 
the other end. 

Under Mr, Wright's experiments, 
messages of this kind have already 
been sent afew miles in facsimile. 

The expense of operating under 
this system has naturally not yet 
been worked out but if the — cost 
is not far away 
for instance, a newspaper jn 
Montreal can photograph its whole 
/cdition page by page and telegraph It 
‘to Vancouver for reproduction there. 
London newspapers could produce 
'Canadian editions by simply wireless- 
jing or cabling photographs of the 
completed’ pages to a printer in Can- 
ada who by photo engraving process- 
es could speedily reproduce the pages 
there, 

Under this system an aeroplane 
observer in warting would be able to 
‘transmit from his plane to‘army head- 
quarters instantaneous pictures — of 
renemy country and enemy activities 
It is obvious that the new system 
iwill revolutionize .telegraphy.

Many Ways in Which It Can Be Used 
Used 

Place lemons that have become dry 
into a saucepan of hot, not boiling, 
water. Leave the saucepan at back 
of stove for about two hours. Then 
wipe lemons and they will be soft and 
full of juice. Leave until quite cold 
before using. , 
But lemons will not become dry if 
‘they are kept in a glass jar with a 
tight cover.

Relic of Fish Creek Battle 


“Dud” Shell Will Be Presented to 

University of Saskatchewan 
Unexploded, still lying where: it 
ended its flight 42 years ago an an- 
cient l8-pounder shell, made in May, 
U87T¢, and fired during the Battle of 
Mish Creek in 1885, was. found recent- 
ly ina bluff a mile and-a half East of 
the battlefield. 

The finder was Paraska Hysika of 
the Fish Creek district, who brought 
the old shell to ‘he Star office. She 
sald she had been strolling about her 
brother's farm and, passing through 
a little bluff noticed what seemed to 
be two bolts. projecting a fraction of 
an inch above the surface of the 
ground, + 
She dug around tho projections and 
uncovered the shell. 
The shell bears the government's 
broad-arrow stamp, between the let- 
ters “R” and “LL.” It is also marked 
CAP. Below this is an “En” At an- 
other place appears the number 25" 
and the numbers 5-72, 
Local artillery officers identify It 
as being a 18-pounder. Mrs. Hyshka 
will present the shell to the Univer- 
sity of Saskatchewan museum.

Testing Prairie 7 
Fodder Crops 


Clover Suffers From Winter Kllling, 
But Alfalfa Ils More Hardy 

The growing of some of the: most 
desirable foddes crops continues to be 
somewhat of a problem on the opon 
prairie. Winter-killing proves to bo 
hard on the clovers although alfalfa 
usually comes through with fairly 
Good stands. Sweet clover suffers 
more or less, although the Arctie yar- 
lety 1s reported to come through falr- 
ly well at the Scott, Saskatchewan. 
Experimental Station. Among the 
most important permanent forage 
crops under prairie conditions are 
classed Western ryvo grass, brme 
grass, sweet clover and alfalfa by the 
Superintendent of the station. Of 
these a imixture of western rye grass 
and brome grass give the 
yield of hay, amounting to 1.39 tons 
per acre, western rye grass ylelded 
‘1.25 tons per acre and brome grass 
1.14 tons. These are the average re: 
(urns for two years. In the 1926 crop 
brome grass ydelded heavier than any 
of the others and was closely followed 
by sweet clover with a yield of 1.31 
tons per acre, and alfalfa with 1.10 
tons per acre. ‘These two latler crops 
are not reported for the two-year 
period. 

The success of any of these crops 
in the West depends greatly on the 
quantity of moisture averaged during 
the growing season. In dry years 
seeding in rows at Some distance 
apart gives ‘more favorable results 
than thicker seeding. Sweet clover 
when put in with ordinary grain drill 
in rows 6 inches apart gives n finer 
i quality of hay. 

Results from seedings with and 
without nurse crops indicate that 
higher yfelds of sweet clover were re- 
ceived where the seeding was dono 
without a nurse crop. On the othor 
hand, when both the ylelds of the 
nurse crop and sweet clover are cou 
sidered the results favor seeding with 
'a nurse crop. Both oats and barley 
sown at the rate of three pecks to 
the acre proved to be a satisfactory 
nurse crop for sweet clover besides 
giving a good yield of grain. 

The Scott Station finds alfalfa 
somewhat unsatisfactcry because of 
the severity of the climate. Expert- 
mental work 1s going on with a -view 
of selecting the hardfest strains,

gives fuller information on the grow: 
isg of fodders and other crops as well 
as the results of the experiments with 
live stock and poultry, copies of

FOURTH FORTNIGHTLY 
GOVERNMENT CROP REPORT 


Crops throughout the province 
have made good progress: during 
the past two weeks, and reports 
reaching the Department of Agri- 
culture indicate that conditions 
generally are very satisfactory. 
Much early sown wheat is in the 
shot blade and heads are showing 
in many fields “where seeding was 
completed at an early date. Spring 
and fall rye are fully headed out 
and oats and barley are , making 
rapid growth. 

Damage from pestsis lighter this 
year than usual. Wireworms have 
made their appearance in a number 
of districts, but vigorous growth 
has carried the crop past the stage 
where it can be seriously injured. 
Hail in a few districts has done 
some damage but this is purely 
local in character. 


In the southern part of the pro- 
vince ideal growing weather is re- 
ported, early winter wheat is head- 
ing out, and a start has been made 
with the first cutting of alfalfa on 
many farms. While rainfall gen- 
erally has been sufficient to carry 
the crops along, water is being ap- 
plied over parts of the irrigation 
belt. Alfalfa, clovers, hay crops 
and prairie pastures have made 
splendid growth and livestock is in 
splendid condition. 


Warm showery weather through- 


‘out the central part of the province 


has carried crops along well; con- 
ditions are ideal for the breaking of 
much new land, and summerfallow- 
ing is from fifty to sixty per cent:
